CHAIN IS no stronger than its weakest link, 
and a political platform is no stronger than 
its rotten planks.

interference” in local affairs, it would still be a thing of menace to life 
and property. This plank is a virtual defence of the riot, pillage and 

destruction of property which marked the Chicago laber troubles of 1894, 

and a rebuke to the President for having used his power to stop it. No 

upholstery of rhetoric can hide its criminal purpose. In the Summer of 

1894 the city of Chicago lay at the mercy of a mob of fire- bugs and 

rioters. This mob was led by a half-crazed labor agitator who weakly and 

wickedly incited it to violence, The alarmed people turned naturally to 
the Governor of their state for protection. They found him not only 
unwilling to use his constitutional power to suppress the riot, but ap- 
parently determined to encourage it to such extent as he dared. Had he 
been supreme in his power it is probable that his dream of revolution 
would have come true, and that his unpleasant face would have scowled in 
malignant glee over a burned and pillaged city. But this anarchist 
Governor was not supreme. By the terms of the constitution a State has 
nothing to do with the maintenance of the authority or the execution of 
the laws of the United States within its territory. And so the President 
of the United States proceeded to enforce such laws of the United States 
as were being violated in the State of Illinois. This act anarchist Altgeld 
might have condoned, but for the fact that in enforcing its own laws the 

United States incidentally did what he had. neglected to do; — it sup- 

pressed riot and pillage. The first and most startling result of this 

‘¢Federal interference” was the howl of baffled rage that came from the 

throat of this anarchist Governor of Illinois; and never did unbridled 

rage more conclusively betray the criminal instincts of a man. There 
were several later results. One was that agitator Debs was sent to jail for 
his crimes. Another was that both houses of Congress, irrespective of 
party affiliations, the press gf the country, both Democratic and Republi-

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and yet the culture of the grape and the changing ot its juice by means of 
the subtle chemistry of nature is an industry of a very old date on these 
shores. As early as 1596 the Spaniards made wine at St. Augustine, and 
the Scuppernong vinevards in eastern North Carolina, where the broad 
Savannah lands meet the shoal waters of the sounds, antedate the depor- 
tation of the clansmen in 1745, when Charles Edward threw for the em- 
pire and decidedly lost the game. The seventeenth century California 
mission made port which lett nothing to be desired, and it 1s well-nigh 
two generations since Mr. Longtellow hymned the praises of Catawba 
wine, ‘‘ which needs no bush, no tavern sign to proclaim it.’ And the 
poet was a judge of such matters, and what he did not know about them 
Tom Appleton could tell him. In fact, for five and forty years cham- 
pagne, and a very good article of the same, made on the best French 
system, with carefully-selected grapes and deep cellars for maturing the 
brut, has been turned out in this State. In west central New York there 
are a number of rather deep-fissure lakes of the same general type as 
George and Champlain, and, like them. with a general north and south 
trend. Some of these lakes, notably Keuka, are bordered by hills of 
light calcareous soil, such as on the other side of the water produces 
the best of all grapes; for, curiously enough, to get the most valuable 
of all crops, you do not need a rich soil—in fact, the invaluable ridge 
between the Seine and the Loire, where grow the best Bordeaux grapes, 
looks as barren as Sahara, and the greatest vineyards are as romantic 
in appearance as a potato field. So, the soil suiting, and the climate be- 
ing somewhat analogous to that of Champagne, the side-hills of this lake 
country early became vineyarded, and to-day, although lacking the back- 
ground of snow-clad peaks, Keuka Lake suggests Lake Leman, with 
terraced vineyards from water-line to hill-top. The deep cellars of the 
Old World are here reproduced; even the old and familiar names are 
present, such, for example, as Rheims, where the Pleasant Valley Wine 
Company has bored deep caverns in the hillside. The organization is in 
large, well-provided companies, and the managers show you gold medals 
from Vienna and Paris. No; it is a great mistake to underrate the United 
States as a wine country, either for quality or quantity, although it is true 
that our products are often overbodied, so that in France thev are able 
to work one pipe of California brut wine into two pipes of Bordeaux ; 
but they are sound and. pure, and the consumption of them increases 
steadily, which fact is working much good in the land.
